of the 
building , he will relay y our nam e 
to the p rincip al who in turn will 
dismiss 
y our 
child 
or 
additional 
children y ou wish to take with y ou. 
After receiv ing y our load, p roceed 
in an orderly m anner with the flow 
of traffic in y our lane so as not to 
cause undue confusion. 


2. R ural students liv ing bey ond a 
30 m inute round trip distance, and 
those students whose p arents can­ 
not p ick them up : 


Go to the room assig ned by the 
p rincip al. This room will be chosen 
as the safest p lace in case of nu­ 
clear attack. Prov isions hav e been 
m ade to care for students during 
the interv al they will hav e to re ­ 
main in school. These p rov isions in­ 
clude food, w ater and other such 
necessities required for surv iv al un­ 
til all conditions are clear. 
3. City students or those students 
hav ing m ade arrang em ents to g o 
to friends or relativ es in town: 
Up on desig nated w arning sig nal, 
p roceed in an orderly m anner out 
of the building and g o directly home. 
P arents are not to driv e to the 
school to p ick up the city students 
as this will obstruct traffic for Hie 
rem ov al of rural students. 
4. Phone calls: 
Do not call the school! The p er­ 
sons in charg e of ev acuation will b e 
busy effecting an orderly rem ov al 
of students and it would be im p os­ 
sible to handle calls.

lu r! to the fires of rumor which hav e bern burning brightly during 


the present so-called political moratorium. 
Some doubt is east on the firmness of the report, since Eisenhower 
say s hr has not talked to Lodge on this matter, and Lodge, from bls 


post in Viet Nam. say s the same. 
Lodge has been sav ing lie has no intention of running in HMH. Rut 
when asked about the Eisenhower reports, he was quoted as hedging 
to (he ex tent of observ ing that he would consider ‘‘with respect'’ any 


proposal bx his old friend, the general. 
That this kind of thing gets such quirk currency illustrates the con­ 
fusion ev ident in Republican circles ov er their IIM choice. And it 
should point lip a caution in gauging the political factors at work. 
To take the latter question first, there is no historical ev idence 
that am effort bv a former president to promote a specific candidacy 
has automatically projected the choice into serious consideration for 


the nomination. 
Presidential nominating politics seldom operates by the “ great 
man'’ theory , under which it is presumed when a figure of great pres­ 
tige in the party speaks his choice the nomination will speedily fall 


to the chosen candidate. 
Former President Harry Truman had v irtually no effect in recent 
times when he endorsed Av erell Harriman in HW? and Sen. Stuart 
Sy mington in 19 60. Some observ ers think Richard Nix on got the i9 60 
GOP nomination in spite of Eisenhower rather than because of him. 
Nominations actually are achiev ed bv an incredibly complex series 
of interactions al the national and state lev el. 
They are won by delegate v otes, not by v erbal assertions. And 
the way the v otes go represents, in the end. the realistic betting by 


th o u sa n d s of political professionals as to who has the hest chance of 


br ing elected. 
There are. too. countless delegates who simply v ote their fav orite. 
But unless this happens to coincide with the hard judgment as to who 
can win, they will be ov erwhelmed. 
The big point is that words from Eisenhower or Truman or Adlal 
Stev enson or others of high stature hav e ex tremely limited influence 
unless they match well with the collectiv e decisions of those who ac* 
tually do the nominating. 
Politics is not so certain a business that a man of Ix x ige’s position 
could be flatly ruled out. But It Is plain that as of now not too many 
party professionals fav or him. 
The rank and file rd party men in many areas still prefer Sen. 
Barry Goldwater of Arizona. He has a hard block of potential dele­ 
gate v otes that is not chipping off. It may he in the range of too v otes. 
Admittedly he is hurt by the emergence of President J ohnson as 
the probable Democratic nominee, for this puts in doubt Golriwater’s 
election strategy founded on capture of most (Md South states. 
But the alternativ es to Goldwater are not at all clear. Nix on and 
Pennsy lv ania’s Gov . William Scranton are said to hav e been elev ated 
in prospect, but nothing really measurable is going for either y et. 
The truth is the Republicans are in a period of transition, and they 
are as puzzled as any onlooker as to which direction their party will 
mov e when the rumor factory slows down and the hard business of 
choosing is pressed iii earnest after Christmas.
